THE PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of the Second Session of the Fifth 
« . Parliament. 

THIRT V-EIGHTH DAY. 

Thubsdav' April 5. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:10 
o'clock. 

Prayers were offered l>y the Rov. Dr. 
Roid. 

PKTmOKS. 

Mr. Bole presented a petition from two 
residents for the purpose of obtaining u 
titlu to'certain lands in Westminster dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Croft presented a petition from 
Choinainus and Stilt Spring Island, and 
Mr. Anderson presented it petition from 
Saanich in reference to tho liquor trallic 
bill. 

Mr. Anderson presented another 
petition. 

REPORTS. 

Col. Baker presented the report of the 
private bills commit! eo, stating the pre- 
amble proved in the Victoria City bill 
and reporting the bill without amendment. 
Report received. 

Mr. Anderson presented the report of 
the select committee on the " Workmen's 
wages bills," recommending several 
amendments to tho various bills. 

The report was referred back to the 
committee to have tlio bill printed us 
amended. 

Mr. Cowan presented the second report 
of the select standing committee on mines. 
Report, received and ordered to be prin- 
ted. 

s. gukeu'h bill. 
' Col. Baker moved, Mr. Hole seconded, 
that tlie standing orders be suspended in 
order to allow the presenting of ti peti- 
tion from Samuel (ireer for a private bill. 
Carried. 

Mr. Role presented ;i petition from S. 
Greer for u private bill. 

Hon. Mr. llobson mined that the 
orders of the day be proceeded with. 
Carried. 

COAL MINKS REGULATION ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, on the report, 
moved that " Section .'{ of the 'Coal Mines 
Regulation Act, 1877, ' is hereby amended 
by adding at tlie end thereof tho 
words 'And no Chinese shall bu tdlowed 
to work underground in any initio to 
which this Act applies. ' " 

The hull, mover said that since the 
other day he understood that - t change 
had como over the spirit of the dream of 
holt, gentlemen opposite, and the- clause 
would probably be favorably received. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that be had 
visited the mining districts and had con- 
versed with a large number of miners, 
and there was no change in his opinion, 
The great majority were pleased that the 
Chinese clause had not carried, and would 
be glad to have theiu hack in the mines. 
The lion, gentleman read a letter signed 
by several miners, which substantiated 
his statements. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys r«id a letter 
from the secretary of the miner's com- 
mittee, Nanauno, which protested against 
the mutilation of the amendments pro- 
posed by tho committee. 

On the motion being put, it was lost on 
the following division: —

Tho bili wtis read a third time and 
passed. 

HARRISON SPRINGS TBAMWAY. 
read a third time and passed. 

IIEECHBR UAY BRANCH. 

The Harrison Springs Tramway bill was 

Mr. Beaven, on the report of the hill 
authorizing the construction of a brunch 
lino to Beecher Bay by the E, & N. vail- 
way, offered amendments to clauao (i 
similar to those lie had yesterday intro- 
duced into the Crow's Nest railway bill. 
The present E. & N. railway was in the 
control of the Dominion authorities, for 
it was chartered by the Dominion govern- 
ment, but this branch line was one which 
might quite prepeuly be placed under the 
control of the provincial officials. Ho did 
not think there would be tiny inconven- 
ience caused by the main line being in the 
control of the Dominion and the branch 
under the control of the province. This 
house had no power to apply nil the 
clauses of the Consolidated Railway Act 
of Canada to the bill, as that was only in 
the power of the Federal parliament, and 
if tho bill was passed in its present shape 
it might be disallowed by the Ottawa 
authorities. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that while giving 
tho hon. leader of the Opposition credit 
for an honest intention to benefit his dis- 
trict in making these propositions, yet he 
must say that instead of forwarding the 
work it would have the effect of impeding 
it. It would simply have the effect of 
imposing on the company double inspec- 
tion, double fees and double trouble, 
while it would also cause a great ileal of 
trouble to the company to make the num- 
erous reports that would bo necossary. So 
fur us the disallowing of their charter 
was concerned, he did not think that such 
would prove to be tho case as had been 
suggested. by the hon. leader of the op- 
position. This legislature's right to im- 
poso certain duties upon Dominion olli- 
rors had been recognized by this house, 
and also by the action of the Dominion 
government. Both parliaments exorcised 
this right, the Dominion in many instan- 
ces providing certain duties for provincial 
officers. It was quite within the power of 
the house to introduce Canadian 
and English statutes into this 
province. There was no doubt when this 
branch was in operation it would ho sub- 
ject to the inspection of the Dominion 
government. The hinder of the opposi- 
tion's amendments to the Crow's Nest 
Railway were quite proper, for they did 
not impose any additional duties upon 
them, for no portion of tho line wuh atpro- 
sont constructed. In tho present case, ho 
could not sou his way clear to vote for the 
amendments proposed ; in fact, they 
would have a detrimental effect, and hu 
would consider himself the enemy of 
Victoria if ho supported thorn'. 

Hon. Mr. Dlinamilir said he was highly 
pleased with tho proposition of the lender 
of tho opposition to place the proposed 
branch under the supervision of the gov- 
ernment, of which hu was a member at 
present and intended to continue to be 
for a long time to come. He Hud not 
much objection to tho double fees, but 
more to the complications that would 
arise in consequence of the railway 
being placed undor the inspection 
of the two governments, If would 
require double weekly reports and month- 
ly statements and it would require a 
double stuff of clerks to proparo tho mat- 
tor. While he was highly gratified with 
tho good intention of the hon. leader of 
tho opposition in endeavoring to place the 
lino under the control of tho government 
of which hu was a member, yet he could 
not accept the amondmunta on account of 
tho serious complications that would en- 



sue. There wore other branches which 
would ho constructed in the near future, 
which would of necessity bo in tho con- 
trol of tho Dominion government. 

Mr. Fry could not accept tho amend- 
ments proposed, for the reasons explained. 

Mr. Grant, while recognizing the ob- 
jections in the present ease, thought that 
the province should control the railways 
built within its boundaries. 

lion. Mr. Humphreys thought that the 
proposition of the hon. loader of the op- 
position was the correct ono Thoy 
should not relinquish a legitimate power 
to tho Dominion. 

Hon, Mr. Dunsmuir explained that the 
extension to Comox was provided 
for under the .Settlement Act, and 
Comox was almost opposite whore 
it was proposed to cross in order to 
build through the Chilcoteii and Peace 
River country. lie also stated that tlfi 
matter what portion of the province in 
which a railway micht bo built under the 
B. N. A. Act the Dominion had a right 
to inspect the railways in the interest of 
Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Davie quoted tho clauses of 
the B. N. A. act which gave jurisdiction 
ovor.raihvays which connected with other 
provinces or with the United States to 
the Dominion government, and also that 
elauso which gavo the latter power to con- 
trol railways which were regarded us being 
in tho general interests of Canada. 

Mr. Beaven in supporting his amend- 
ments, thought that the branch lino to 
Beecher Bay should be under the control 
of the province. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir asked if it would 
not be a peculiar state of affairs to 
have the main line undor Dominion 
control, the Beecher Bay branch under 
the provincial control, and the ferry to 
connect with the American side, again 
under tho Dominion control I The bill 
for the ferry had passed the house of 
commons without trouble, and was now 
before the senate, and would soon become 
law. 

Mr. Beaven said his contention was 
that the house had not the power to pass 
clause G. It was his desire to make the 
bill as perfect as possible. He did not 
wish to offer any opposition to the branch 
line, lie would like to see the railway 
extended as far us Cape Scott. The hon. 
introducer of the bill hail requested him 
to w ithdraw the amendments, and he had 
no objection to doing so. It was against 
his opinion that the clause was within 
their powor to pass. Ho also thought 
that the first clause of the bill would jeo- 
pardise it at Ottawa, for tho preamble 
asked for one thing and the clause granted 
something else. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought the clause 
might bu amended by making it road "at 
a point on or near Beecher Bay." ' 

Mr. Beaven obtained leave to withdraw 
tho amendment. 

Mr. Beaven moved an amendment as 
clauso 8 as follows : "The railway con- 
structed under the terms hereof shall be 
the property of the company, and shall 
be maintained and operated by the com- 
pany so that there shall bo run each and 
every day (Sunday excepted) and both 
ways for the entire length of the railway, 
a train sufficient for the requirements of 
the public." 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought the clause 
would bo binding and he did not consider 
that they should bo bound to operate tho 
line daily. It might nol-be demanded by- 
trade. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought that the pro- 
visions were unreasonable. The bill for 
the E. & N. railway did not demand so 
much and he thought it would be detri- 
mental to the interests of the province to 
hedge around bills with so many cast-iron 
requirements. 

Mr. Beaven withdrew the amendment. 

Mr. Beaven suid that he had thought 
this session that ho would have been 
onabled to have the Chinese clauses incor- 
porated with all legislature of the character 
embraced in this bill, especially as the 
provincial secretary and the acting attor- 
tiey-geuernl last session had assisted in 
drafting the clausos. But from the action 
of tho house on a previous bill ho saw it 
was no uso to pursue the tight any further. 
He did not wish to play at a game of bat- 
tledere and shuttlecock with the principle 
he was contending for. He would there- 
fore withdraw the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. llobson said that ho had no 
objection to tho Chinese clauses where 
the government gavo a land or money 
grant, but where it was virtually a private 
enterprise ho did not think it right. to dic- 
tate what labor should bo employed. 

Tho bill was read a third time and 
passed. . 

CROW'.S NEST RAILWAY. 

The bill incorporating tho " Crow's 
Nesti and Kootcuay Railway Co," was 
read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Beaven withdrawing the Chinese 
clauses of which ho had given notice. 

GAME DILL. 

Mr. Anderson's "(lame Bill" was read a 
third time and passed. 

LAN 11 ACT AMENDMENT. 

Hon, Mr. Vernon, in moving the second 
reading of the Land act amendment bill, 
explained that tho lirat portion of tlie bill 
provided for the granting of water rights 
to Indian reserves. At present no such 
right existed, and it was desirable under 
certain conditions that they should be 
given for tho purpose of benefiting 
Indian lands. It also provided 
for tho repeal • of tho "Military 
and Settler's Act, 188H. " The lieutonant- 
governor-in-counoil was given power to 
reserve lands for recreation and cemetery 
purposes, and also for school reserves. 
There were other important amendments. 
The greater portion of the bill was de- 
voted to the timber interests. Although 
there was nearly a hundred million feet 
cut yearly, yet the province received but 
thirteen thousand dollars as revenue. 
It was proposed to collect certain 
imposts so as to add to tho re- 
venue of the province without, 
injuring the progress of the industry. 
There would bo a royalty collectible on 
all logs arriving at the mill, the amount 
to be fixed in committee. The stumpago 
tax was removed, as it was found imprac- 
ticable to collect it. Timber lauds would 
bo open for sale at the sanio prices ns 
other lands — §2.50 per acre. When 
sold it would bu amenable to the 
wild land tax, and as it was 
calculated that there were from forty to 
fifty thousand foot per acre, the province 
would secure from §16 to £20 per acre for 
timber lands before they wore divested of 
all their trees. Whilo not hampering the 
lumber industry, the bill provided moaiiB 
whereby tho province would receive an 
adequate return for the alienation of their 
timber lands. 

Mr. Beaven drew the attention of tho 
Speaker to the fact that, tho bill was en- 
titled "An act to amend tho Land Act, 
1884," and yet it proposed to ropeal an 
net of 186?. and to amend the acts of 
1880 and 1887. 

Hon. Mr. Dnvio thought that thoro was 
no objection to tho brief title to tho act. 
It might probably bo bettor to add "and 
for other purposes," but as the act of 1884 
dealt generally with all other acts, he did 
not think thoro was much reason to ob ject 
to the bill as it now stood.

—It is believed 
tho President will approve the bill re- 
cently passed by Congress to pension the 
widows of (ion. Logan and (Jen. Blair. 
A determined effort is being made, how- 
ever, to induce him to veto these bills. 
Representative Tariney, of Michigan, 
called upon tho President to-day and 
urged a veto, Baying that if the bills were 
approved, it would be an entering wedge 
for a civil pension list. 

Pardon on Condition, 

San Francisco, April 5. — The Clmmiele. 
to-day, says: The Governor of Oregon 
deems to have peculiar views in regard to 
morality. Ho gave a woman known as 
l\)arl Pago, full pardon on condition that 
die leave the State forever. In other 
words sho may go on to any town in Cali- 
fornia or any other state or territory, but 
she must not rotnain in Oregon. She was 
clearly guilty and she showed throughout 
that sho was perfectly aware of the crime 
thut she aided in accomplishing. The 
Governor's action has simply made it much 
moro difficult in future to convict and 
punish any adventuress of her stripe. 

nurn tool lu Future. 

The fuel ou both ferry steamers 
Piedmont and Oakland has b en. 
changed from petroleum back to coal. 
It is said tho change was made oil 
account of the belief of many people 
that the former is not safe, and. 
may have had something to do with the 
destruction of the steamer Julia at Val- 
lejo, as bIio was a petroleum burner. 

Endorsing the rresldoul's Policy. 

The G'mM this morning has tho following 
editorial: "The Cleveland managers in 
Oregon propose to make a 3quare issue on 
the tariff question. A general resolution 
endorsing the President is supplemented 
with one endorsing his tariff policy. One 
resolution suggests that tho pension roll 
should be a roll of honor, without visit- 
ing upon tho people a great financial bur- 
don. This resolution needs explanation. 
It is not possible that the convention, 
means that tho pension roll should be 
simply a roll of honor. In that case it 
would become a roll of dishonor to the 
nation at large. A pension roll which did 
not entitle porsons upon it to financial re- 
lief, in all cases where such relief is 
needed, would bo a queer kind of roll of 
honor.

— In the trial to- 
day of Hattie VVoolstein, Dr. Downs, of 
Comptou, who made a post-mortem, tsx- 
umination on tho remains of Harlan, testi- 
fied that ho found severe bruises on the 
breast ef tho body such as would bo made 
with a hammer; also, a deep cut across the 
breast six inches long and one quarter of 
an inch deep. His testimony was quite 
sensational, and could not bo shaken on 
cross-examination, which lasted over an 
hour.

A SMELTER FOR VANCOUVER. 

The City Council Has Received Notification of 
the Acceptance of the City's Proposition 
by London Capitalists.

— Tho coun- 
cil has received notification of tho ac- 
ceptance of the proposition of the city by 
London capitalists for tho erection of a 
smelter here, the city giving a bonus of 
825,000.

Laurier resumed the debate on recipro- 
city.

While the other nations were 
broadening the area of their trade and 
commerce, Canada was standing still. 
Confederation was but a union on paper 
and Canada would never be united until 
the present grievances were removed.

The Senate Removes the Secrecy from 
the Committee. 



Keport ofthe Convention Between the United 
States und Orcat Britain - Crimen 
Specified.

[Special to Tim Colonist.) 
Washington, April 5.— The senate 1ms 
removed tho secrecy from the report of 
tho committee on foreign relations rela- 
tive to the British extradition treaty. Tho 
committee report back to tho convention 
with the recommendation that it bo 
amonded by inserting after tho words 
"high contracting parties," in the last 
lino of clauso 4, article lirst, ttio following: 
"or according to tho law of that political 
division of either country in which the 
offence shall have been committed, and 
that tho political division of either 
country in which the offender shall 
bo arrostcd," bo that it shall road as fol- 
lows: ''Whereas, by the tenth article of 
tho treaty concluded between the United 
StateB of America and Her Brittanic Ma- 
jesty on the 0th day of August of 1842, 
.provision is made for the extradition of 
.persons charged with certain crimes; and 
whereas, it is now desired by tho high 
contracting parties that tho provisions of 
said article should embrace certain 
crimes, not therein specified, and 
should oxtond to fugitives convicted of 
crimes specified in said article and in this 
convention tho said high contracting par- 
ties have appointed thoir plenipotentiaries, 
who, after having communicated to each 
other the respective full powers found in 
good and duo form, have agreed upon tho 
following articles: 

ARTICLE ONE. 

Tho provisions of the tenth article of 
tho said treaty shall bo and are hereby ex- 
tended so as to apply to and 
comprehend the following addition- 
al crimes not mentioned in said 
article, viz.: 1st, manslaughter; 2nd, bur- 
glary; 3rd, embezzlement, or larceny of 
tho value of ?50 or £10 and up- 
wards; 4th, malicious injuries to persons 
or property by tho uso of explosives, or 
malicious injuries or obstruction to mil- 
ways whereby the life of any person shall 
bo endangered. If such injuries consti- 
tute a crime according to tho laws of 
both tho high contracting parties, 
or according to tho laws of that- 
political division of either country in 
which the offender shall be arrested. The 
provisions of said article shall have the 
same effect with respect to tho extradition 
of a person charged with any of the said 
crimes, as if the sttitio had been originally 
named and specified in the said article, 
and the provisions of tho tenth article of 
said treaty and of this convention shall 
apply to persons convicted of crimes 
therein, respectively, named and 
specified, whoso sentence thereforo«hall 
not have been executed. In the oase of 
u fugitive criminal alleged to have been 
convicted of crime for which his surrender 
is asked, a copy of tho record of the con- 
viction and of tho sentence of the court, be- 
fore which such convictionjtook place, duly 
authenticated, shall be produced, together 
with the evidence proving that the pri- 
soner is the person to whom such sentence 
refers. 

ARTICLE 1UREE. 

This convention shall not apply to any 
of the crimes heroin named and specified, 
which shall have been convicted, or to any 
conviction \jhich shall have been pro- 
nounced prior to the date when tho con- 
vention Bhall come into force. 

ARTICLE FOUB. 

No fugitivo criminal shall be surrend- 
ered under tho provisions of the said 
treaty, or of this convention, if the crime 
in respect of which his surrender is de- 
manded bo ono of protocol character, or if 
proved to be competent authority that a 
requisition for his surrender has in fact 
been made with a view to trial or punish- 
ment for a crime of a political character. 

ARTICLE FIVE. 

A fugitive criminal surrendered to 
either of tho high contracting parties 
under the provisions of said treaty, or 
this convention, shall not, until, he has 
had opportunity of returning to tho state 
by which he has been surrendered, bo 
obtained, or tried for any crime com- 
mitted, prior to Iub surrender, othor than 
an oxtradition crimo proved. 

article six. 

The oxtradition of fugitives under pro- 
visions of said treaty and of the present 
convention shall bo carried out in the 
Uuitod States and Her Majesty's Do- 
minions, respectively, subject to the con- 
formity of tho law regulating extradition 
for the time being in force in the sur- 
rounding statos. 

ARTICLE SEVEN. 

This convention shall be ratified and 
tho ratifications shall bo oxchanged n t 
London ah soon iib possible. It shall 
come into force ten days after publication, 
in conformity with the forms prescribed 
by the laws of the high contracting par- 
ties, and Bhall continue in forco until one 
or othor of the high contracting parties 
shall signify its wish to terminate it, and 
no longer. 

In witness whoreof tho undersigned 
havo signed tho same and havo aitixed 
thereto their seals. 
Done at London, Juno 25, 1880,

And that tho senate do advise and con- 
sent to tho ratification of tho said conven- 
tion as soon as amended."

THE NEW LAND ACT. 

. The new land act which passed its 
seoond reading yesterday is an important 
measure. Among other matters the Milt, 
tary and Naval Sottloi-3 Act, 180:5, is re- 
pealed. This act was originally passed to 
induce tho settlement in tho province of 
retired military and naval officers! who 
wero allowed certain privileges that were 
not extended to any other class. The 
new act places that class on tho same foot- 
ing as others, a desirable provision, as 
tho act in tho opinion of mo3t people, has 
always been of doubtful utility, and has 
been practically a dead letter for some 
timo. The most important clauses in 
the new bill relate to the ropeal of the 
Act of 1887, which withdrew from sale all 
timber lands and permitted them only to 
be leased. The government, after 
a trial of twelve months, have 
come to the conclusion that the 
system was unjust to the public 
without producing any appreciable in- 
crease in the revenue. The new bill 
permits the lease of unpre-empted Crown 
lands for a term of years for the purpose 
of lumbering, subject to an annual rental 
per aero and a royalty ou all lumber 
manufactured. Tho right of persons to 
pre-empt Crown lands leased as timber 
limits is continued; but no pre-omptor 
will be allowed to cut timber on any such 
land except for his own use. Should he 
sell or offer for sale any timber so cut he 
will at onco forfeit his pre-emption right 
to said land. Tho license system is ex- 
tended and improved. Special licenses 
may bo granted to cut timbor on Crown 
lands for an area not exceeding 1000 
acres or for a longer period than ono year. 
General licenses to cur timber on land 
not being timber limits may bo granted 
without any reservation us to area. A 
ground runt of — cents por acre for each 
acre iucludod in any timber lease which 
has beon granted since tho 31st Decem- 
ber, 187D, and prior to tho passago of 
this act is imposed. A royalty of — cents 
for evory thousand feot, board measure, 
cut upon any crown lands, patented lands, 
timber leaseholds or timber limits will be 
collected. Correct books must bo kept 
and declarations mado of the quantity of 
timbor cut or dolivered at the mill. Tho 
act does not apply to miners, travellers 
or farmers who may cut timber for. their 
own uno; nor to proprietors of coal mines 
cutting timbor for colliery purposes, nor 
to persons cutting oordwood for their own 
uso, or for tho use of stoamors or school 
purpoBos. The ponalties provided for In 
fractions of tho law ure heavy. Among 



necessities of school - houses and 
school life- (•'). Disinfection and indi 
vidua] prophylaxis against infectious dis- 
eases, and (4), The preventable causes of 
disease, injury and death in American 
manufactories and workshops, and the 
best means and appliances for preventing 
and avoiding them.

THE NEW KOOTENAV BILL AND ITS 
ADVOCATE. 

To Tin: Ei'iTOit :— If Mr. Baillie-Oroh- 
nian's facts and figures regarding tho ex- 
penditure of Ainsworth & Co. under their 
lirst railway bill aro as misleading as his 
dates, 1 must be excused for refusing to 
attach the slightest importance to either. 
1 have examined your j nper of Novem- 
ber i 1st, 1883, to which lie refers me for 
proof I that he favored the Ainsworth 
scheme of that day, and find nothing 
there from his pen or that of any other 
person. 1 may have done Mr. Grohniau 
an injustice in stating that ho trained 
with its opponents while tho bill was on 
its way through the house; but I happen 
to know that for some time after the pas- 
sage of the measure he was at "daggers 
drawn" with the gentlemen of whose 
interests ho is now a most /.ealoua guar- 
dian, and, if my recollection serves me, 
their railway as well as their mining en- 
terprise oame under the ban of his dis- 
pleasure.

A certain line of heirlooms, of 
course, we can find room for — those 
sucl) as might tind a buyer on accoun' 
of their utility and a3.stb.qtie quality— 
but the vast majority of things of that 
sort are absolutely without exchange 
value, I havo seen some terrible scenes 
in my time. I have seen men and 
women, crazed with hunger or drink, 
strip off every stitch of clothes thev 
could decently spare in order to obtain 
money to satisfy their hunger or thirst. 
I have given many a dollar out of m 
own pocket rather than take necessary 
clothing from a person really in need, 
and I have refused to take, the gar- 
ments from a person whom 1 knew 
would spend the money for drink. ] 
remember seeing a man pawning a 
cradle and blankets in the front of the 
store, in order to get money to drink, 
while his wife, with the babe at hei 
breast, was in the rear trying to raise 
money on some household treasures to 
procure sustenance for herself and 
child. There is a great deal of notO< 
rloty brought to the pawnbroker busi- 
ness by disreputables and blacklegs en- 
gaged in it, but it can be carried on in 
a legitimate way just as any other call- 
ing is." — Chicayo Times.

A Political Convention. 

As a rule we do not report the proceed- 
ings of the Houso when in committee of 
the whole and our evening contemporary 
takes advantage of that fact to distort and 
misrepresent the debate upon the Gnihe 
bill introduced by Mr. Anderson on Wed- 
nesday hist. In the course of the pro- 
ceedings Hon: Theo, Davie took occasion 
to refer to the wholesale destruction of 
door in the northern parts of Vancouver 
Island, and to the fact that 
the slaughtering of thousands of 
these animals for their hides alone, 
must soon cause their extermination. 
With a view to the better enforcement of 
the law, and prevention of the wanton 
destruction of game, Mr. Davie I 
moved an amendment authorizing the I 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, from j 
time to time, to make by-laws, rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with the 
Act, for the enforcement of the law, ami 
that such regulations should come into 
force after three weeks publication in the 
orttisJi Columbia Gazette. The member 
for Comox at first denounced the amend- 
ment as placing a most dangerous power 
in the hands of the government, and de- 
clared that no measure so iniquitous in 
principle hud been attempted in any 
civilized country within 200 years. The 
course of the debate demonstrated, how- 
ever, that tho amendment was a reason- 
able and proper measure, and from oppos- 
ing it with all his might and main he 
wont to the other extreme, and wanted 
the regulations to become law without be- 
ing published in- the Gazette at nil. The 
injustice and absurdity of such a proposal, 
which meant the punishment of a man for 
the breach of regulations which he had 
never had a chance of seeing, were of 
course obvious to all, and finally the 
amendment ottered by Mr. Davie, altered 
only by striking out the term "by-laws," 
and reducing the period of publication to 
ten days, passed unanimously and the 
bill was reported complete with the 
amendments. Yet the Times informs its 
readers that Mr. Davie tailed to make the 
House understand what it was he pro- 
posed, and omits all mention of the won- 
derful conversion of Mr, Humphreys up- 
on the subject. The incident about the 
American and the Q, C. is an old chest- 
nut, originally told of a late Canadian 
judge when at the bar.

Game Protection Act, 

Mr. Anderson's bill for the hotter pro- 
tection of game, provides that it shall be 
unlawful for any person to shoot, capture, 
trap or by any means destroy cock pheas- 
a ts or quail before the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1892, this provision, however, 
to apply only to the mainland, where it is 
inrended to introduce the pheasant. The 
bill also proposal to empower tho lieut. - 
governor-in-jouncil to make rulc-'md reg- 
ulations for carrying out the true intent 
and meaning of the act for tho better pro- 
tection of game in theprovince, such rules 
and regulations after being published for 
ten days in the British Columbia Gazette, 
to have the force and effect of law.

About the Scalers. 

A London dispatch of Thursday last 
says : Baron do Worms said in the House 
of Commons to-night that the Dominion 
Governinen stated that it did not credit 
the report from British Columbia that a 
number of Canadians sealing schooners 
had been permitted to clear for Behring's 
Sea to prosecuto the seal fishery contrary 
to the Alaskan regulations, carrying largo 
Indian crews to wage war upon American 
revenue cutters if molested. Baron de 
Worms added that the question of the 
settlement of the Alaskan tishcries dis- 
pute was now under the consideration of 
the two Governments cojieorned, but that 
it would bo premature at this moment to 
say more than thuther Majesty's Govern- 
inonthavo no reason to doubt that a satsi- 
factory arrangement will be arrived at. 

Milling .Vile. 

Jimmy Coffman has a gang of miners 
working' hard on one of the claims recent- 
ly sold tit Tunnel mountain. The claim 
is across the Kicking Horse, north of the 
track. Mr. do Wolf is at presold nego- 
tiating with him for the construction of a 
fifty-foot tunnel to bo put in the Monarch 
mine, and as it is almost sure the contract 
will be lot a lively time is expected in that 
vicinity this year. Joe Buch'ard has gone 
to work with a gang of men on his claim, 
which is a continuation of the 'Coffmnn 
lead. The same gentleman will begin 
work at the Ottertail about the 15th of 
tho month, Tho miners are very anxious 
to see a smelter erected for the reduction 
iitthe ore and would be glad to see it 
built in Calgary, which is their natural 
base for supplies, 



Col. Baker thought this a most admir- 
able bill, for it would |in tho coui-ho of a 
few years enable the collection of about 
8100,000 annually from their timber. At 
the present ho understood that they col- 
lected but thirteen or fourteen thousand 
dollais annually. Ho was glad that the 
"Military and Naval Settlers Act" was 
to be repealed.

Mr. Grant was pleased to see that the 
bill of last year was to be amended, but 
thought that it was not yet placed upon 
an equitable basis. He thought that the 
proposed law would discriminate between 
those who now held timber hinds and 
those who would in future acquire them, 
in favor of the former. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said the amount of 
timber lands for which crown grants were 
given would not exceed 20,000 acres. 
7\bout 100,000 acres of timber lands were 
held by lease, and 99 per cent, of these 
would be subject for royalty. The quan- 
tity alienated was but a Hun "bite in com- 
parison to the vast timbei resources of 
the country. 

Mr. Grant claimed that the choice tim- 
ber lands of the province had already 
been acquired, and the parties owning the 
20,0(10 acres would have a great advantage 
over those who would hereafter acquire 
t hem. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys was also of 
opinion that the proposed amendments 
would be productive of a timber mono- 
poly. It would give those holding timber 
hind by crown grant from 820 to $30 per 
acre the advantage of the man who bad 
a lease or who had recently embarked in 
the milling business, The principal por-

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT, j 

Special Policeman Miinro Arrested on His ' 
Beat-He Declines to Make any State- 
ment. 

Last evening about 10 o'clock P< H. 
Munro, was arrested by Supt. Blooiri- 
lield and Special Constable Lindsay on a 
warrant issued by Goo, Morrison, J.P., 
charging him while chief clerk of the 
Canadian Paciiic Navigation Co., during 
the month of October last, with fradulont- 
ly embezzling various sums of money 
amounting to over §000, received by the 
said 1). 11. Munro in payment of tickets 
to Port Townsend, Seattle and Tacoma 
by the (). R. &N. Co.'s boats, for which 
the C. P. N. Co. were agents. Munro 
has been employed as a special officer by 
the city for the past two months, and was 
on his beat last evening when arrested. 
He declined to make any statement with 
reference to the charge until ho has con- 
sulted a lawyer; but expressed the opinion 
that it was strange to bring up tho charge 
now, over live months since tho date of 
the alleged embezzlement, and that had 
he desired at any time to get away ho 
could easily have left the province at a 
cost of $6 — the price of a ticket to the 
sound.

Nanaimo is agitated over a remarkable 
case involving tho mysterious death of a 
young man and a protest from a coroner's 
juryman.

His business partner is 
Dr. Piiegor. A young mr.n nuniud 
Richardson, who had boon a patient of 
Drs; Walkem & Pneger, but had 
also been treated by an eminent 
physician at Victoria, died a few days 
ago under circumstances which gave rise 
to a suspicion that death had come from 
poisoning. The coroner summoned it jury 
and opened an inquiry into .the cause of 
death. Dr. Pneger was instructed by 
the coroner to liqjd a post mortr.ui examin- 
ation of the body. Mr. Jeffrey, a jury- 
man, objected to Dr. Pneger holding the 
examination; but his protest was over- 
ruled and t he exam illat ion was made. An 
analysis of the contents of tho stomach 
and bowels was then requested by tho 
jury and ordered by the coroner. Tho 
juryman objected to Dr. Pneger being 
pehnitted to maku tho analysis ; but his 
objection was again over ruled. It is re- 
ported that tho government have been 
appealed fa with the object of re-opening 
the inquiry before another coroner.

Mr. Higgins said ho was prepared to 
support any measure that would aid in 
protecting tho timber lands, and in pre 
venting the great waste which had in the 
past taken place. The province of ( ln- 
tario at one time hail received but :?l!0,000 
annually front their timber lands, where- 
as now they received some §700.000. In 
fact, the timber was their principal source 
of revenue. He did not yet. concede that 
the act of last year was not a good one, 
and would like to see it continued for a 
couple of years. However, as the gov- 
ernment Boomed determined to make a 
change, he would endeavor to aid in 
bringing forth a good measure. He did 
not agree with the hon. member for Com- 
ox that this act was bad because it would 
enrich a few men who had crown grants 
of limber lands; he did not admit that 
such would bo tho case. He would like 
to see a clause added to the proposed 
measure that would prevent the govern- 
ment from alienating timber lauds to aid 
in the construction of railways. He would 
support the second reading of the bill. 
, Mr. Semlin thought that there would 
be an unequal tax if the present measure 
was carried into force. There were sev- 
eral amendments which ho proposed to 
offer in committee. 

Mr. Croft said with reference to that 
portion of the bill referring to timber and 
timber lands, although honorable mem- 
bers were all fully aware of tho necessity 
of increasing "the revenue, still great care 
should be taken so that none of the in- 
dustries were crippled in xtiy way. The 
lumber industry, for instance, which at 
the present time was in its infancy, in the 
future was destined to become one of the 
most important branches of industry in 
tho province, especially as to the foreign 
trade, which not only brought money into 
the province for the purchase of lumber, 
but the fact of tho ships alone coining 
into British Columbian ports necessitated 
an expenditure in the way of stores, tow- 
age, etc. One hon. member had referred 
to the difference in tho revenue raised 
from timber lands in Ontario and British 
Columbia, and that the tax on timber in 
British Columbia ought to bo increased. 
That was all very well, hut it would not 
bo fair to compare the lumber, of Ontario 
with that of British Columbia. In On- 
tario tho lumber was principally white 
pine, which was a more valuable wood 
than the Douglas tir of B. C, and realized 
higher juices; also some of the lumber in 
Ontario was manufactured of such a low 
grade on account of the timber being 
small as to be almost unsaleable in British 
Columbia in the local trade, not to men- 
tion tho foreign trade. Regarding the 
foreign trade ho might mention that 
formerly large quantities of manufactured 
lumber of a high grade, such as flooring, 
was shipped to Australia, this In: might 
say was the most lucrative port ion of the 
business; but of late years this part, of 
I the trade had ceased to exist, 
y _ tho white pine of Europe having driven 
the flooring from British Columbia out of 
tho Australian market. Ho pointed this 
out to show how superior the white pine 
of tlie east was to tho Douglas tir of Brit- 
ish Columbia, With regard to tho leases 
ho would point out that anyone securing 
a lease had to pay for say 21 years at a 
yearly rental per acre; this has to be paid 
for the full term, and though 
the forests were ruined by tire and 
tho claim is rendered valueless the 
rental still has to be paid. If pre-emp- 
tors are allowed to fake up land on leases, 
in the first instance they may take up 
the most valuable part of the claim, as it 
were, picking the eyes of it out, and also

FATHER McGUCKIN'S LECTURE. 

Rev. Father. McGuckin,' 0. M. L, of 
Westminster, delivered another very in- 
teresting lecture at Philharmonic Hall 
last evening. The rev. gentleman was 
introduced by Mayor Grant, who presided, 
and Very Rev. Father Jonckau, Rev. 
Fathers Mnndart, Donkele, Letormo and 
Van Novel occupied seats on the platform.

In con- 
cluding tho rev. father referred to tho 
unity of the Catholic church to-day, in- 
stancing that although Rome in her days
